THE CARE OF LAMBS 
‘AT WEANING TIME 


The separation of the ewes and their 
Jambs is simple im itself, but after 
Weaniiz extra care Comes just as it 
dues when the pigs, Calves or cults are 
weaned, writes J. G Courticr in lowa 
Homestead. Separate them and run 
the ewes in some far feld out of sight 
and sound. They meed ouly sparse 
grazing now for a time, and if they 
are allowed clean @rinking water and 
salt and their udders are milked out a 
little once or wwice the frst ten days 
they will give little trouble. The lambs 
should yet their usual share of feed 
and care und the extra care left over 
from the ewes, 
for the little lambs, and unless they 
are induced to forget their loneliness 
by filling their stomachs they will grow 
thinner instead of fatter. 

Save the fresh, choice pasture plots 
for them. If possible turn them into 
the dooryard in the evening. 
the second cuttings of the clover meud- 
ow and when possible turn the lambs 


on to a small patch of clover and let | 


them mow that down. It ts better to 
grow iawbs fat now and sell them on 


the early market than wait and fat: | 


ten them on corn or bay after it ts 
in the burn and send thet to market 
later when there ure all of the otbers 
to compete uguinst Every day feed 
these jainbs all the corn aud vats or 
corn alone that they will cleau up. At 
first, of course, accustom them to grain 
gradnally and when op full feed keep 
them there,

lambs while his neighbors’ limba ere 
thin, and his lamba will cutch top 
prices two months before his oelgn- 
bors’ will.
